There is apparently no way 
by which a ship can protect her crew against 
it. No matter how thick herarmor, or how 
tightly incased she may be, she must, unless 
intended for submarine work, have air open- 
ings for breathing. In fact, in almost all 
vessels, and especially those of the monitor 
type, artificial means for ventilating Dbe- 
tween decks are absolutely necessary. ‘These 
would suck in the poisonous vapors and 
carry them directly to the living spaces. 


BREATHING IN DESTRUCTION. 
The forced draught apparatus of such types 


ashave the closed fire-rooms would be a 
special source of danger. Inthat case men 
who were relied upon to keep the fires burn- 
ing brightly would probably be the firstto 
succumb. The result would be a gradual

“NAPOLEON” WOODS A THIEF, 


The Man Who Dazzled the Dramatic World 
Arrested for Stéaling. 

New York, Dec. 14,—It turns out that 
Charles and Henry Morris, who were arrested 
some days ago for swindling and robbing 
flats, are Charles W. and Henry Hahr, and it 
has been further discovered that Charles 
Hahr is Allen H. Wood, who in 1889 shined as 
the ‘‘Napoleon uf the Drama.’’ 

These 28-year-old twins have had many ir- 
idescent experiences. Each has been arrest- 
ed for forgery and has been several times in 
court op other charges. Both have aban- 
doned their wives—Henry has two. One 
brother spent two years in prison; each was 
wont to practice blackmall on the other when 
one exchequer was fuller than the other, and 


they have now been arrested for petty thiev- 
ing and swindling. Charles is the brighter of 
the two. 

Charles started out in life as a bicycle rid- 
er, but was not a great success. In the sum- 
mer of 1888 he tried forgery with still less suc- 
cess, for he was arrested by Inspector 
Byrnes and spent several nights at Police 
Headquarters. Thesum involved was tri- 
fling, however, and his mother compromised 
things out of court with her savings. Then 
he determined to become a ‘‘high roller,’’ 
and hired and furnished rooms on credit at 
the Barrett House, where he invited and 
made great friends with Mr. Louis Bressler,, 
a retired fur merchant with a fortune of $350,- 
000 and a pretty unmarried daughter. 

To his new acquaintance Hahr was Allen 
H. Wood, the only son ofa recently deceased 
Western millionaire. Wood found it easy to 
borrow unlimited cash on the strength of 
his expectations, and found it easy to win 
Miss Belle Bressler, for he married the young 
lady in style earlyin January, 1889. A the- 
atrical craze came upon him then, and with 
judiciously extracted loans and by dint of 
glittering promises he got Maggie Mitchell to 
sell him a plot of ground at One Hundred ana 
Twenty-fourth street and Seventh avenue, 
had the plans drawn and the foundation laid 
for a $400,000 play house, andon June 10, 1889, 
Tommy kKussell laid the corner-stone for him 
before a brilliant crowd, 

Wood fitted up luxurious offices at No. 67 
West Twenty-third street, started a paper of 
his own called the West End Critic, engaged 
such men as Horace Walland Hilary Bell to 
look after the details of his schemes, hired 
Jobn A. Harrington to write a play for him, 
secured J. H. uilmour, Marion Russell, Alice 
Fisher, Rose Eytinge and other good vere 
for his stock company, got intoa row with T. 
Henry French over the controlof Tommy Rus- 
sell’s services, and had more fun and free 
advertising for eight months than 8,000 ordl- 
tiary mortals get in eighty years. 

The fun stopped in August, 1888, when a 
deputy sheriff swooped down upon his office 
and his dupes began to crowd around and ask 
for remuneration for their services. Wood 
left the city in a hurry, his duped father-in- 
law syuared up matters as best he could ata 
cost of over $100,000 and the theatrical world 
whirled back into comparative peace. Mr. 
Bressler died shortly afterward, and Lawyer 
Kahn, his other son-in-law, took charge of 
the estate. He was not of Mr. 
Bressler’s generous vein, and Wood, 
or Hahr, who had ventured back to 
the city, found that there were 
no more golden eggs for him. He found out 
with great promptnes that he had no further 
use for his wife and was arrested and ar- 
raigned in the Harlem Police Court Sept. 24 
1989, on her charge of desertion. She acted 
as women generally doin these cases, how- 
ever, and his ready promises secured his re- 
lease nextday. Justa month later he again 
came into public notice by assaulting Mr. 
Kahn inthe Surrogate’s office over a dispute 
regarding Mr. Bressier’s will, He went un- 
punished forthis, permanently deserted his 
wife and disappeared to turn up on Thursday 
as Sneak Thief Morris.

ENGLAND’S DEMAND 


Russia Must Explain the Meaning of 
the Gilgit Affair. 


THE CZAR’S CAUTIOUS AND DIPLOMATIO 
REPLY TO SALISBURY. 


He Asks for Time—Indian Troops Sent to 
Reinforce the Posts in the Pamir—Col, 
Durand’s Report Anxiously Awaited in 
London—The Boundary Question to Be 
Reopened. 


LONDON, Dec. 14.—Dispatches received here 
from Calcutta say thatthere has been con- 
siderable fighting near Gilgit, on the Pamir 
frontier, but that the engagements have 
been of a desultory character.

means surprised to hear of the outburst near 
Giigit. 

REFUSED TO EXPLAIN. 
The Russian Ambassador here, according 
rumor, has been officially placed in pos- 
session of all the factsinthe case as com- 
municated to the Marquis of Salisnury, and 
the latter is said to have courteously out 
firmly required the Ambassador torequest hig 
Goverhment to furnish Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment with explanations concerning certain 
points in the affair which are regarded with 
much suspicion by the British officials tn 
India. The Russian Ambassador is reported 
to have promptly communicated with &t. 
Petersburg, with the result that he was in- 
structed to inform Lord Salisbury thatthe 
Government of the Czar could not furnish the 
explanations required until the report of the 
Governor-General of Eastern Turkestan wags 
received, 

He was, however, instructed to assure the 
British Premier that the entire matter would 
receive the full and earnest attention of the 
Government of the Czar. 

The outcome of it all, as semt-offictally 
stated to-day, will be that a joint Chinese, 
Russian and British commission will be ap- 
pointed to consider the whole Pamir ques- 
tion and that advantage will be taken of th 
appointment of this committee to sett 
other important frontier questions whic 
have long beena source of anxiety toa! 
parties concerned. 

THE BOUNDARY LIX®. 

The object of Russia is well understood in 
Europe. Her hand has been exposed sooner 
than it was expected it would be. Sheis 
trying to force an advancement of her 
boundary line, established in 187%. That line 
follows pretty closely one of the northern 
headwaters of the Oxus. It left Badakhshan, 
including the northeastern angle of Shiva, 
within the Afghan territories or dependen- 
cles.

The recent claims of Russia ignore 
the claims of China and the actual facts of 
Chinese suzerainty over this tract. 

China and Afghanistan are the two imme- 
diate sufferers by the present Russian 
movement, and it is in connection 
with the latter country that the obliga- 
tions and engagements of Great Britain 
may at last bring her into open con- 
flict with Russia on the Indian frontiers, 
The Russians, to all intents and aa mee 
are trying to substitute a southern headwater 
of the Oxus for the more northern one 
agreed upon as alineof demarkation in 1876 
and to enciose the immense tract of at Aye A 
intervening between the tworitvers.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


Views of English Publishers on the New 
Compact. 

LonpoN, Dec, 14,—Further interviews re- 
garding the workings of the recent copyright 
legislation have been secured as follows; 

Chatto & Windus’ manager said:

It sometimes may happen that it is 
impossible to arrange for simultaneous pub- 
lication of the works of even the most popu- 
lar author, should it be necessary, as is often 
the case, to publish hig work in England on 
the moment, when the long delay caused by 
offering the work to various American houses 
and corresponding with them as tothe detalis 
of the arrangement, would cause him to lose 
his opportunity. American stereotypes—all 
texts setinthe United States—do not find fa- 
vor in England on account of the difference in 
spelling. This will operate against the sale of 
what you may call international editions, if 
nothing else, Then,as tothe question whether 
the act is proving a stimulus to literary effort, 
itappears so far tostimulate American au- 
thors chiefly.’’ 

Messrs. Kegan, Paul, French, Trubner & 
Co., say: ‘*The actis causing no altera- 
tion in our arrangements. We have never 
heard ofany movement amongst American 
houses menacing the English printing and 
paper trades, and do not think that 
any such movement exists. We do not 
think the effects of the act upon the book 
trade are likely to be so important as is gen- 
erally supposed; and as regards maga- 
zines having a circulation on both sides,there 
are only Scribners, Harpers’, and the Century 
which are worth talking about, It is possi- 
bie the publishers of these three may make 
some difference, but as far as other maga- 
zines are concerned and as regards books 
we do not see the slightest difference yet. 
The proposal of the Uterary confer- 
ence at Neuchatel would very 
good, because obviously in the case of popu- 
lar works a man might feel pretty sure of a 
good circulation in America as well as in 
England, put there is always a very great 
risk, and six months’ delay woulda reduce 
that risk toalmost nothing. We cannot say 
much about the clause relating to English 
Stereos, because if these cannot be used un- 
der the American act others must be used in 
the case of illustrateu books. Finally, as to 
whether the act is likely to be a stimulug to 
literary effort, that question would be an- 
swered ina different way by different peo- 


ple. The people who make the most now,

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JUDGE CHARLES F. CADY DEAD. 


The Well Known Magistrate Passed Away 
Last Night. 


Judge Charles B. Cady died at bis residence, 
No. 2749 Russell avenue, shortly before mid- 
night last night surrounded by his children 
and grandchildren. He had been sick with 
cancer of the stomach since last spring, 
and for several weeks had been given up by 
physicians, so that the family were in a 
measure peepared for the sad parting. The pa- 
tient bore his sufferings without complaint, 
and his mind was clearalmost to the lJast. 
He knew that he was going to dle, but death 
had noterrors forhim. His only regret was 
that he must part from his children and other 


dear ones here and that his sickness was 
causing them so much _ trouble and 
anxiety. The Judge was 69. years old 
on Dec. 5, one week ago last Saturday, 
and he was much pleased to find that the 
day was not forgotten by some of his friends. 
Judge Wm. C. Jones, who was his law part- 
ner thirty years ago, called on him and 
cheered him up in his sickness. ‘‘I have cel- 
ebrated Judge Cady’s birthday with him 
every year since 1854,’’ said Judge Jones this 
morning, in speaking of his old friend, ‘‘but 
this last celebration was the orily one there 
was any sadnessin. Itwasthe Judge’s cus- 
tom to have a little party at his residence of 
some kind and Invite a few of his old friends 
to celebrate with him andit was my good 
fortune to be oneofthe favored few, In 
many respectsthe Judge was a remarkable 
man and you cannot say toomuch about him. 
He had a_ wonderful memory for 
names and faces and I attribute his 
excellence on the bench more to 
that@act and to his good common sense and 
his. keen perception ofhuman motives and 
passions, than to his knowledge of law. His 
crowning virtue was his generous, charita- 
ble spirit, and a more charitable man never 
lived than Charley Cady.’’ 

Judge Jones was very much affected as 
he spoke and he repeated that too much 
could not be said of his friend. He reviewed 
the principal events of Judge Cady’s life, 
going into details at times and speaking of 
them as if they were a part of his own 
history. 

Charles F. Cady was born in Brooklyn, N. 
Y., Dec. 5, 1822, and received his education in 
the public schools of that city. While stilla 
‘boy he was apprenticed to a druggist and 
was with him for several years, learning the 
business thoroughly. He joined the Volunteer 
Fire Department and distinguished himself 
at several fires early inthe 40’s. Desiring to 
see the world he shipped on a man-of-war, 
and for the next four years was in the United 
States Navy. Inthis time hesailed around 
the world and visited nearly every nation on 
the globe. He entered the navy as a common 
sailor and left it as a midshipman, The 
breaking out of the Mexican war found him 
in New Orleans, and as it was to be a war on 
the land, he enlisted as a soldier, as he could 
be of more service inthe army than inthe 
navy. He helped form the company in 
which he wastoserve and was madea lieu- 
tenant of it, but withdrew in favor 
of a friend and took a place in the 
ranks. He was promoted from time 
to time, and returned to the 
United States at the close ofthe war Ser- 
geant of his company. He learned tho 

rinter’s trade and worked atthe casein 
New Orleans until hecame toSst. Louisin 
1851. He passed through the cholera epl- 
demic at New Orleans in 1849 and assisted in 
nursing the sick and burying the dead, as he 
did also during an epidemic of yellow fever. 
His first workin St. Louis wasin the com- 
posing room of .a daily paper. He made 
many acquaintances here and three years 
later was elected Police Justice on the munic- 
ipal ticket headed by Washington King, 
candidate for Mayor. He was re-elected 
twice tothe position and after serving 
his third term began to practice 
law, having been admitted to the bar 
by Alexander Hamilton of the Circuit Court. 
He formed a law partnership with Geo. Mar- 
shall in 1859, and in the following year one 
with Wm. C. Jones. In 1862 Mr. Jones went 
into the army and Judge Cady then formeda 
partnership with Col. Nat Claiborne. Upon 
the death or Judge Colvin in 1876, Judge Cady 
was appointed Judge of the Court of Criminal 
Correction by Gov. Hardin, and was then 
elected tothe position at the next general 
election. In the spring of 1887 Mayor Francis 
appointed him Judge of the First District Po- 
lice Court, and he continued inthis position 
until last May. 

Judge Cady was a member of the Knights of 
Honor, St. Louis Legion of Honor and the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen. His wife, 
who died eleven years ago, was a Miss Julia 
McGregor of Brooklyn, whom he had known 
from childhood. They were March 4, 1856, 
and three children survive them, namely, 

Wm. Barrere and George and Harry 
Cady.

GAVE UP NOTHING. 
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The Commissioners Refuse teAccept the 
House Sprinkling Changes. 


HUBER’S ATTEMPT TO WITHDRAW A 
BADEN STREET BILL FAILS, 


The Bill Causes an Altercation Between 
Delegates Alt and Kaye—Treasurer 
Foerstel’s Bill—Delmar Avenue Prop- 
erty Owners Protest Against Shops on 
That Boulevard. 


While President George Burnet, Commis- 
sioner M. J. Murphy and Commissioner Rich- 
ard Southard were poring over the sprink- 
ling bill in the office of the Board of Public 
Improvements to-day, down-stairs, in the 
House of Delegates, it was causing a hotal- 
tercation between Delegates Henry Alt and 
Thomas Kaye. Alt accused Kaye of delaying 
the whole sprinkling scheme by 
insisting that the Old Manchester 
road should not be sprinkled. ‘‘I’ll tell you 
what,’’ said Alt, ‘‘I’m tired of this monkey 
business. When the bill comes to us again 
we’ve got to kill it or pass it, and stop 
amendingit. Wecan’t afford to deprive the 
whole city of sprinkling, as this delay is 
likely todo, for the sake of the Manchester 
road,’’ ' 

‘*The road shall not go in the Dill,’’ said 
Kaye, obstinately, 

**Well, it wiil.’’ 

**You know nothing at all about my 
ward,’’ Said the incensed Delegate from the 
Twenty-seventh, ‘‘and I want youto let it 
alone. By Jingo, you down-town fellows 
shan’t siton me,’’ 

**And you shall not use us to carry out your 
schemes,’’ retorted Alt. 

**The Council will strike out the street and 
have the same fight if we let it go here.’’ 

‘*Well, let them do it, and give them the 
blame of stopping the sprinkling.’’ 

President Burnet and the commissioners 
looked overthe bill carefully, and then de- 
cided not to withdrawthe Machester road 
and the Hall’s Ferry road. The Hall’s Ferry 
road runsthrough Baden, and Delegate Con- 
rad Huber doesn’t want it sprinkled. ‘‘It 
must be,’’ said President Burnet. -‘‘Itis one 
of the streets of Baden that is generally used, 
and there are electric lights on it. 

**As to the Manchester road that this man 
Kaye or Key or whatever his name is wants 
not sprinkled, we must remember that they 
have plenty of water there now,’’ continued 
the President, in the deliberate manner 
habitualto him. ‘‘Holman has laid pipes to 
MoCausland avenue, andthey can get water 
from there. They will not have to stop 
sprinkling to let the institutions get 
water, as they did last year, because a 
pipe has been laid to the asylums also. I 
suppose Mr. Key didn’t know tnese things 
when he got the House Committee to strike 
out the streets. Wehave been out there and 
know the situation perfectly.’’ 

President] Burnet and the commissioners 
will take a carriage and ride out to look at 
some of the short streets the Dele- 
gates want taken out of the 
bill, among them Odell avenue and 
a few scattered blocks near the Water Tower. 
Clay avenue will be keptin probably. ‘‘Peo- 
ple going to the Fair Grounds want to use 
it,’’ says President Burnet. That will be 
another hurtto Delegate Huber’s feelings. 
The bill will.go back to the House Friday 
night. 

The pressure upon everybody concerned to 
get through with the bill is tremendous. 
Sprinkling contractors and men who expect 
work on the special tax bills are urging the 
members of the House to recede from their 
stand and pass the Dill. 


Treasurer Foerstel’s Bill. 


Treasurer M. J. Foerstel’s Clayton road bill 
is going to have trouble inthe Council. The 
billis forthe improvement of Clayton ave- 
nue, between King’s highway and the Man- 
chester road, a piece of work which will cost 
$9,500. The improved street will greatly ben- 


fit Foerstelvilie, a little town inthecity built 
up by the Treasurer. Much of the 
property on both sides of the 
street is owned by the Treasurer. When 
the bill was Introduced in the House andthe 
members saw thatthe city was to pay $7,000 
of the expense for improving the road and 
the contiguous property only $2,500 they were 
unwilling to pass the bill, and told tite 
Treasurer so. He concluded to try his 
strength in the House anyway and pushed 
the Dill on. 

Delegate Henry Alt took the lead inthe fight 
on the bill and had it sent to the 
Comptroller. He then had to decide whether 
or not the city could spare the money needed. 
He said at first it could not, and theAlt 
party thought they had the bill de- 
feated. But Comptroller Stevenson found a 
way, after awhile, by which he could get the 
money for his friend, Foerstel, and the bill 
came back to the House all ready for pas- 
sage. Thefight began again, and more bit- 
terly thanever. The Treasurer exerted the 
business and political pull he has on some to 
the Delegates tothe utmost strength ofthe 
strands. There were sharp discussions in the 
committee rooms upon the bill and some bit- 
ter things were said. 

Delegate James P. Egan said apenly that if 
any one except Treasurer Foerstel were at 
the back of the Dill, it wouldn’t have the 
least chance of passing. Thecity’s propor- 
tion of the expense was out of all reason. 
The Treasurer’s friends said that th? fight on 
the bill was merely an expression of personal 
enmity to the Treasurer, and intimated that 
Collector Henry Zeigen hein, who ts related 
to Delegate Alt,and Is looking apprehensively 
at Treasurer Foerstelasa mayoralty candli- 
date, had a good dealtodowith the opposi- 
tion to the bill, 

The bill was Kept in the box of the Commit- 
tee on Public Improvements till Delegate Alt 
got sick. He sent a message to the commit- 
tee asking the members not toreport the bill 
in his absence, but the Foerstel men thought 
it was too good a chance to be lost. They 
got the billreported at the last meeting of 
the House, and sent it to engrossment. Prac- 
tically that passes it. But several offhe 
committeemen have been watching its prog- 
ress inthe House, and they will reopen the 
whole question on their side of the Assem-

LACE SMUGGLER CAUGHT. 


Customs Officers Seize Trunks Containing 
$10,000 Worth of Laces. 


NEw York, Dec. 14.—Custom-house offictals 
have placed under arrest Alfred C. Rutgers, 
who nearly succeeded in smuggling through 
an enormous quantity of the finest lace, pre- 
sumably by collusion with Custom-house in- 


spectors. 

Rutgers is a tall, well formed German, with 
a fine address, which convinced the fellow 
passengers that he was aman of large im- 
portance. He was stylishly dressed and had 
an extensive wardrobe in his trunks. 

When the steamer reached her dock, Rut- 
gers summoned hackman Dougherty. The 
hack resembled anexpress wagon when it 


moved away. Two trunks and six handbags 
were piled up inside and outside. The atten- 
tion of Inspectors Brown and Donohue of 
the customs service was attracted to 
Mr. Rutgersand his baggage. They exam- 
ined the baggage and found it properly 
checked, indicating that it had been searched 
and contained no dutiable goods. While 
watching the pile of trunks and satchels they 
concluded that an investigation would be de- 
sirable and they instituted an inquiry and as- 
certained that Rutgers had not removed. all 
his baggage. They went on board the vessel 
and opened hastily three capacious hand- 
bags. A glance satisfied them that Mr. Rut- 
gers’ baggage should be calied back, as the 
bags they examined contained laces and 
other valuables. 

The hack had left the dock. Mr. Rutgers 
had not, because there was no room in the 
venicle for him, as it was filled with his lug- 
gage, . 

The inspectors rushed to the ferry and 
reached there in time to order the hack 
driver into the yard adjoining the ferry- 
house, There they searched the trunks and 
found that they were filled with costly laces 
and silks and other expensive goods. 

The driver was detained and the inspectors 
returned and arrested Rutgers. He imagined 
tnat the arrest was based on the discovery 
that his satchels on board the vessel con- 
tained smuggled goods, and that the hack- 
man had eluded their vigilance and was safe 
in this city, waiting for him. He was compla- 
cent and said he desired to send a communi- 
cation to Mr. Rooney, his employer. This, it 
is supposed, was his scheme to notify him to 
find the hackman and secure the valuables. 

He expressed surprise when he was told 
that he was a prisoner and that his goods had 
been seized. He was at first disposed to be 
indignant, and made intimations of formida- 
ble demands for damages for false imprison- 
ment. Then he suddenly changed his de- 
meanor and became silent, realizing that he 
was firmly in the meshes ofthe law. He had 
previously made various guarded hints that 
he was willing to pay handsomely for his 
freedom and the release of his baggage. 

Rutgers was takento United States Com- 
missioner Muirhead’s office in Jersey City. 
He evidently believed he could effect a com- 
promise with the Commissioner and had the 
temerity toask fora few minutes’ ‘‘private 
conversation’’ with the magistrate, and 
when this was denied moved forward to 
whisper tothe Commissioner. Mr. Muirhead 
informed him that business was not trans- 
acted that wayin his office, and if he de- 
sired to make any statement it must be made 
openly. Then the prisoner became sullen 
and silent. 

He was taken to the County Jail in Jersey 
City \by Deputy Marshal McCue on acom- 
mitment signed by the Commissioner. The 
baggage was takento the seizure room. It 
wasarich haul. The value of the goods is 
put at $10,000. The authorities are mak- 
ing an investigation to ascertain who is 
in collusion with Rutgers.

GOV. HILL’S MEMENTO. 


He Carries, a Scar Left by a Murderous 
Enemy’s Knife. 


ELMIRA, N. Y., Dec, 14.—A heavy scar 
which Gov. Htil carries on his neck is the 
mark of a wound inflicted in 1867 by Abram 
Minier. Gov. Hill was then 24 years old and 
had just entered on the practice of law. 
Minier was a morose man and ill treated his 
wife, a beautiful woman. The household 
property and the house in which Minier lived 
belonged to her, but Minier refused to permit 
the furniture to be removed when she decided 


to leave him, Mrs. Minier brought suit to 
replevin the furniture and employed 
Gov. Hiil as counsel. GOV. Hill 
pushed the case and won it. This 
angered Miniler and he vowed vengeance 
against the young lawyer. Soon after the 
termination of the suit Minler was seated in 
alawyer’s office whittling a stick with a 
pocket-knife. Gov. Hill entered and passed 
into a rear room. When he returned and 
was passing through the front office Minier 
sprang upon him and made a thrust with his 
knife. The blade struck Gov. Hill in the 
neck, cutting an ugly gashand barely 
missing the jugular vein. Minier was ar.- 
rested and indicted.

Hill and Mr. Dexter took steps to make 
him cease dogging them and finally suc- 
ceeded, Nevertheless. he repeatedly made 
threats to others that he would one day kill 
them both. A few wears later he was in- 
Stantly Killed by a railroad train in this city.

Dr. George Richter’s German Day Floats 
Arouse Opposition 


IT I8 CLAIMED THEY WERE ABOVE THE 
PUBLIC COMPREHENSION. 


The Complaint May Be Heard in the Ger- 
man Day Annual Board Election To- 
Night—Rumored Protest Against the 
Present Board’s Methods—Officers and 
Directors Discuss the Matter. 


When ‘the newly-elected delegates of the 
twenty-five German musical societies of St. 
Louls meet at Central Turner Hall to-night 
to elect a new board of management for the 
German Day festivities of 1892, it is said that 
there is likely to be a new deal all round. 

The present Executive Commyjttee or Board 
of Management goes out of existence to- 
day, each board being elected only 
for one year and having charge 
only of the managementof the German Day 
ofthat year. But this fact does not prevent 
members of the board being candidates for 
re-election to the board for the following 
year, and this, it is said, is where the general 
sweep and new dea! will come In. 

; CAUSE OF COMPLAINT. 

The grounds upon which dissatisfaction in 
German Day circles is said to exist consist of 
two alleged facts in the management 
of this year’s celebration which fail 
to meet the approval of the Sane 

s participating. The first com nt 
Sam Dee miehter, who had charge of the 
details of the last celebration, showed a 
tendency to arrange it on such a plan of cul- 


- 


ture and mythological German lore as to 
raise it almost above the comprehension and 
appreciation ofthe people, and so to threat- 
en its popularity to a certain extent. The 
second complaint was that the board of man- 
agement had been too exclusive in its 
methods of transacting the business of 
German Day, and unnecessarily kept the 
participants inignorance of their plans un- 
til those plans had been irrevocably decided 
upon. The dissatisfaction was said to exist 
principally among the less prominent Ger- 
man societies, and one feature of the story 
was tothe effect that a movement would be 
made to-night to prevent the reappointment 
of Dr. George Richter as general manager of 
the celebration, and to secure Prof, Charles 
Sommer, principal of the Garfleid School, for 
that position, 

The present officers of the Executive Board, 
whose terms expire to-night, are E. C. Kehr, 
President; E. G. Winter, Secretary, and C. H, 
F. Rohifing, Assistant-Secretary. Mr. Kehr 
was seen by a Post-Dispatcu reporter this 
morning, and characterized the stories of 
dissatisfaction in German Day ranks as ‘*vVa- 
porings’’ to which he paid no attention,

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OUR QUARREL WITH CHILL 


President HARRISON’s labored effort in 
his message to show cause for bullying 
demands upon the present Chilian Gov- 
ernment is one of the weakest passages in 
that long document. 

The necessity of showing that such a de- 
mand on account of the Valparaiso mob 
attack upon our sailors is somewhat less 
absurd than the Italian Government’s de- 
mand on account of the mob massacre in 
New Orleans compels him to take the 
ground that it was not the killing of 
American citizens, but the clothes worn 
by the victims of mob violence at Val- 
paraiso which makes the offense a national 
one and the Chilian Government amenable 
forit. This is equivalent to saying thata 
man must be in the military or naval 
service and wear a uniform before his 
government can peremptorily demand 
from a foreign government reparation for 
wrongs done him by aforeign mob. 

Then Mr. HARRISON’S statement that 
our government and its agents and naval 
officers were not partial to the usurper 
lately overthrown by the Chilian people is 
unfortunately coupled with an admission 
thata decision of the Itata case by our 
own courts has shown that we had no right 
under our laws to pursue her on the high 
seas and make the Chilian rebels surrender 
her under the guns of our navy. Some 
material averments of the message are 
promptly and emphatically denied by the 
President of Chili, and still others are re- 
futed by evidence which is yet to be re- 
butted orexplainedaway. The publications 
in BALMACEDA’S Valparaiso organs during 
the last days of his reign, show that all 
the information from the camps oi the 
attacking. army was published as coming 
from officers of our war ships. The belief 
of the Chilians that our ships were doing 
| scout service for BALMACEDA in watching 
and reporting the movements of the 
attacking force on the coast seems to be 
pretty well borne out by the following tel- 
egram found among BALMACEDA’S papers, 
and dated the day after Admiral BRowN 
| had watched the landing of the attacking 
| forces: 

VALPARAISO, Aug. 21, 1891, 9:36 a, m., 

Mr. PRESIDENT—The American Admiral 
has left me only this moment, and he be- 
lieves, as I do, that a re-embarkation is not 
possible. : VIEL. 

The statement that the Chilian Govern- 
ment has made no formal complaint of

'navy is not only weak but serves to recall 
the fact thatthe Chilian Government was 


_in no condition to make complaints or seek 
‘causes of a quarrel with us. As in the 
|Itata case, so in all the other cases, it has 
| been compelled to accept the role of patient 
| sufferer. But the very fact that the gov- 
‘ernment was compelled to put up with 
such treatment seems to fully account for 


| the alleged hostility of the Valparaiso pop- 
| ulace to our sailors using ‘‘shore leave’’ as

Mr. Mills’ Silence Makes the Subject an 
Important One. 


THE TEXAN CANNOT NOW FORSAKE 
TARIFF REFORM. 


Probable House Committees—The Ques- 
tion of Rules of First Importance—The 
Democratic House Will Cut Down the 
Appropriations—Mr. Springer Favors 
Aid to the World’s Fair. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dee. 14.—The question 
of leadership on the floor of the House has not 
yet been determined. This post will natur- 
ally fallto Mr. Mills, andifit hadnot been 


for his peculiar course since’ .the 
Speakership contest, there would 
have been no question about it. 


His silence concerning the reports from 
Texas that he is to be sent to the Senate, and 
will take tittle active part in House proceed- 
ings, and may possibly soon resign his seat, 
has made the matter of Democratic leader- 
shipthe prime question of discussion here. 
Nobody pretends to speak for Mills or to 
know what his future course will be. 

A Democrat of national reputation said to 
your correspondent to-day: ‘*‘To put the case 
only in*its selfish phase, Mr. Mills could not 
afford to take himself out of the contest at 
this juncture. Nosuch course as that would 
make him the next Senator from Texas. It 
would, in fact, present himin so new and un- 
attractive a light tothe people of that State 
that he would be beaten hands down. 

‘*As for Mr. Mills himself, I’m sure he’ll see 
his duty in the premises in the right ight 
and that, whatever he does, he will exhibit 
the manly and straightforward qualities for 
which he is distinguished. The only change 
I should like to see him make in his pro- 
gramme is a withdrawal of his announce- 
ment that he does not desire another term in 
the House, The fight for tariff reform is not 
yetended. Judge Crisp is not blocking the 
way, buta Republican Senate is. My desire 
is to see Mills remain in the House until the 
fight is won, His place in that body 
is assured. He will play an important part 
there as longas he stays, but in the Senate, 
where usage Keeps a new member for a time 
in the background, the party would not en- 
joy the benefit of his services for several 
years to come.’’ 

It is freely intimated that Mr. Mills will not 
be given the Ways and Means Committee, but 
ee will cause no jfriction in Democratic 
ranks, 


HOUSE COMMITTEES. 


THE QUESTION OF RULES OF FIRST IMPORT- 
ANCE—PRESSURE ON CRISP. 

WASHINGTON, D.C,, Dec. 14.—To the Dem- 
ocratic majority in the House the question of 
rules is now paramount. The Carlisle rules 
will not be revived, but a radical departure 
from the remarkable code which Mr. Reed 
imposed upon the last House will be taken, 
The services of the best parliamentarians on 
the Democratic side of the chamber will be 
needed to drafta code which, while guaran- 
teeing full liberty of debate, will at the same 


time protect the business of the House from 
obstruction. 


Mr. Springer has talents,which the Speaker 
is likely to avail himself of in the formation 
of his committee. Heisa thorough pariia- 
mentarian, and, having served in the House 
under the Randall rules, the Keifer rules, 
the Carlisle rules, and the Reed rules, is 
probably the best qualified member of the 
present House to pass upon the general ques- 
tion of wise and safe parliamentary pro- 
cedures. Itis expected, therefore, that Mr. 
Springer will be a member of the Committee 
on Rules. His appointment will not of Itself 
argue that he will be Chairman of Ways and 
Means. 

Mr.Carlisle in the Forty-eighth Congress In- 
troduced the plan of making up the Commit- 
tee on Rules Dy appointing the Chairman of 
the Ways and Means and Appropriations 
Committees and two prominent members of 
the minority, the Speaker himselfto be ex- 
officio Chairman of the committee. Prior to 
that time the question of rules*had always 
been submitted to a committee of parlilamen- 
tary experts chosen because oftheir familar- 
ity with the best means of controlling jthe 
business of a legislative body. 

The anxiety of members about committee 
assignments is very great. It is worth a 
great dealtoa man to be well placed in the 
House. Business proceeds upon lines that 
practically give the important committees 
the right of way, and the members of those 
committees have the pick of the time while 
discussion proceeds. An outsider, therefore, 
no matter what his eloquence or information 
may be, gets into the debate largely through 
courtesy. 

The pressure upon the Speaker just now in 
behalf ofthis man and that is strong and 
continuous. Those members who do not visit 
him in their own interests send some friend, 
who goes over theirequipments and deserts 
with the Speakerand points out how their 
talents may be best utilized. 

The Republican Senatorial Caucus Com- 
mittee, which was charged with the arrange- 
ment of the Republican representation upon 
the Senate committees, completed its work 
this morning and reported to a caucus, which 
wascalled together before the Senate met. 
The caucus considered the list submitted and 
adjourned to meet to-morrow morning with- 
out action upon the report. 


THE SENATE. 


RECESS NOMINATIONS SENT IN—AN EARLY AD- 
JOURNMENT. 


In the Senate to-day the rest of the recess 
nominations were sent in. This completes 
the list, and the President will begin on new 


nomirmations. 

The Senate adjourned at 1:20 until to-mor- 
row. A number of bills were introduced and, 
during a short executive session, the recess 
appointments were referred to the proper 
committees, 


NOW FOR ECONOMY. 


THE DEMOCRATIC HOUSE WILL CUT DOWN AP- 
PROPRIATIONS, 
WASHINGTON, ms Gan tee 14,—The 
question of economy in the appropriation of 
public money is entering very largely into the 
speculation about Uouse Committees. The 
promise is made that atotal much smaller 
than that appropriated by the Reed House 
will be the result, and hence inquiry is being 


directedas to the bills that will show the 
reductions. Theriver and harbor bil! some- 
times appropriates $20,000,000. The current 


estimates are liberal, Mr. Bianchard of 
Loulsiana, who, in the Fiftieth Con- 
gress, was Chairman.-of the Committee, 


and who, if not made Chairman again, is cer- 
tain to be a prominent member of ‘that com- 
mittee, said to the correspondent of the 
WORLD to-day: ‘*‘The country expects and 
the House, I feel, will make liberal appro- 
priations for carrying on public works now in 
progress. The waterways must be provided 
for. An economy that would destroy or even 
cripple what has already been untertaken in 
the interests of our domestic commerce 
would be the most serious mistake the House 
could commit.’’ 

Asked if he favored separating the appro- 

priations for the big streams like the Missis- 
Sippi from the general bili and making them 
the text of a separate bill, Mr.’ Blanchard 
replied: ‘‘I @o not. The security of the 
interests of the big streams lies in their asso- 
ciation with the interests of the smaller 
streams; the smaller streams carry the larger 
ones through Congress. The appropriations 
are popular for the reason that the money ts 
distributed with something like equality over 
the country, and all sections are benefited 
according to their needs.’’ 
It seems to be the general impression that 
saving is to be mad® on the public buildings. 
For several Vongresses the outlays in that 
direction have been liberal, and the super- 
vising architect has usiness enough on hand 
to keepalarge force employed for several 
yearstocome. The present House, there- 
fore, is likely toturna deaf ear to appeals 
forthe erection of stately piles here and 
there at public expense. 


WORLD’S FAIR AID. 


MR. SPRINGER SEES NO OBJECTION TO MAKING 
A LOAN. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 14,—Representa- 
tive Springer of Illinois, in speaking to a re- 
porter of the action of the Board of Control 
of the World’s Columbian Exposition in de. 
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ciding to ask foran appropriation of $5,000, -

000 instead of a loan of that amount, as was 
at first contemplated, said: *‘I do not think 
that there is any good reason to expect this 
Congress to make an appropriation of the 
amount specified, for this Congress will be 


quite chary in its expenditures. Nor do I 
understand fhat a regular appropriation will 
be asked. Congress will, however, I am con- 
fident, make a loan to the board of that 


amount, for, guaranteed as it will be by the 
receipts, which will aggregate three times 
the amount asked, there will be no failure on 
the part of the government to have it re- 
paid. Congress in this way advanced $1,500, - 
000 to the Centennial, and I know of no reason 
why (for the World’s Columbiaa Exposition, 
which will be immeasureably 1 larger) the 
sum asked should not receivé the same gen- 
erous treatment,.’’ 


RECIPROCITY WITH BRITISH WEST INDIES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C,, Dec. 14.—It is under- 
stood that the reeviprocity negotiations 
with the sugar producing colonies of 
Great Britain in the West Indies, authorized 
by-sec. 3 of the McKinley bill, have reached a 


satisfactory concipsion in every case except 
that of Jamaica. The conventions agreed 
upon involve the interests of Trinidad and 
Barbadosa, together with those of Demarara 
in British Guinea. Inthe case of Jamaica it 
is believed that the only difficulty in the way 
of reaching an agreement is presented by the 
amount of revenue which that colony is 
asked tq relinquish, and which its repre- 
sentatives here are understood to declare it 
is impossible to sacrifice without ‘impairing 
the credit of the colony, which is pledged to 
secure the railway bonds guranteed by the 
Government and held to a large extent in 
this country, 


CAPITAL NOTES, 

Secretary Foster continues to improve 
Slowly, but will hardly be able to leave his 
house this month. He was compelled to can- 
cel his engagement to speak at the dinner of 
the Boston Board of Trade Wednesday even- 
ing next, but has arranged with Assistant 
Secretary Nettleton to represent him on that 
occasion. Gen. Nettleton left here for Bos- 
ton this afternoon. 

The President to-day sent to the Senate the 
entire list of recess appointments, additional 
to the names submitted last week. The list 
includes 281 Postmasters and a large number 
of army and navy appointments and promo- 
tions in the revenue marine service, 

The Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
has reprimanded Wm. Bates, Cemmissioner 
of Navigation, for permitting his annual re- 
port to be published in advance of submis- 
sion to the Department and for including in ft 
theories, conjectures and other irrelevant 
matter. He has ordered Mr. Bates to re- 
write the reportand cutit down more than 
half. The report as first made out contained 
40,000 words.

MUST ACT SOON, 
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Little Tifie Left for the Assembly to 
Redistrict the City. 


POWER OF THE CIRCUIT COURT TO AP- 
POINT A COMMISSION. 


Why It Is Thought the Council and House 
Will Be Unable to Agree Upon Any 
Plan to Change the Ward Limits—How 
It Will Affect the Registration—School 
Directors Interested. 


The Municipal Assembly has until the: 11th 
of hext April to rearrange the ward boun- 
daries of thecity. Ifit fails to act by that 
time the Circuit Court judges will have the 
power to appoint a redistricting commission. 
While the Assembly has the power under sec, 
4, art. lof the city charter to fix the limits, 
the opinion is growing that it will net 
be able io agree on any bill 
with that end in view. Conflicting interests 
and partisan considerations, it is. claimed, 
will render redistricting, so far as the As- 
sembly is concerned, entirely out of the 
question. The Cireult Court can then act by 
appointing commissioners. Five years ago 
the new ward limits were fixed by a commis- 
sion composed of Judges Lindley and Fisse 
and School Director John W. O’Connell. 
They established the present ward 
boundaries. Under the provision of the 
city Charter the ward limits must be estab- 
lished every five years, with a view’to equat- 
izing the number of registered voters in each 
ward, It was the failure of the Assembly to 
act on this charter provision that brought 
about the passage of the act, in 1885, con- 
ferring upon the Circuit Court the power to 
create a redistricting commission. 

PLANS ARE PLENTIFUL. 

A number of plans have been suggested in 
connection with the arrangement of the 
hew ward iimits. Democratic members 
of the Municipal Assembly would like to 
do the work to give the party they represent 
an advantage, and Republicans would Hke to 
do the same. This is the chief reason for the 
impression that the Assembly will not be 
willing to agree on any plana proposed, 

Recorder of Voters Uarlisie. who is pos- 
sessed of a liberal share of foresight, sees all 
this, and is at work on a plan which he hopes 
will satisfy all the members of the As- 


sembly.As matters stand now there are some 
good reasons for new iimits. The Twenty- 


eighth Ward, for inmstarice, has a 
larger voting population than the Second and 
Fourth Wards combined, yet the 


Twenty-eighth has only one representative 
in the Assembly while the other 
two wards have each amember. The same 
can be said of other wards, and it will re- 
quire a judicious plan to equalize the voting 
population. 
FAVORS PROMPT ACTION. 

Recorder Carlisle is anxious to have the bill 
passed before the extra session of the Legis- 
lature, sothat the new COongressional Dis- 


trict lines can be made tv conform to 
the redistricted ward boundaries. To 
complete this work in advance 


of the meeting of the Legislature the Assem- 
bly will have littie time to spare. The im- 
pression is general that the special session 
will be called by Gov. Francis for Jan. 15. 
Another reason why the Recorder wants the 
Assembly to act promptly arises from the 
fact that the entire registration will have to 
changed about and new ward and 
precinct books printed. This will take some 
time and considerable laborand he is anx- 
ious to make ae start as soon as 
ossible. Under anew arrangement a voter 
iving in the Twenty-seventh Ward 
may suddenly find himself redistricted into 
Ward Twenty-four, Twenty-six or some 
other number. Of course his name will have 
to be classed in a book corresponding with 
the new ward number. The population of 


the Twenty-elighth Ward has _ increased 
to such an extent since the last 
establishment of ward limits that 


it may and probably will be divided into two 
wards. Itcan be divided soas to make both 
halves reliably Democratic, and again the 
lines can be-so fixed asto give the Republl- 
cans advantage. Thts and other considera- 
tions will figure largely in the work when the 
Assembly takes up the matter. The 
Assembly will startin with the understand- 
ing, however, that if it does not comply with 
the Charter requirement the Circuit Court 
can exercise its powerinthe premises. 
WILL WATCH THE WORK. 

Members of the House of Delegates and the 
district School Directors are taking a lively 
interest in the approaching ward rearrange- 
ment. The present members of the lower 
house who want toreturn at the next elec 


tion are naturally concerned about the 
changes that will be madqae in 
the dividing lines of their re- 


spective wards. A Democratic member will 
most assuredly object to a plan that will 
place him in a ward that is sure to go Repub- 
lican, and a Republican will protest against 
any move calculated to gerrymander him 
into a Democratic ward. 

The district school directors elected at the 
last election are discussing the prospects of 
their seats being declared vacant and a new 


election ordered. Opinions have been ex- 
pressed that new districts would 
have to be arranged in accordance 


with the redistricted wards and the direc- 
tors chosen accordingly whether or not 
their terms had expired. Whilethis view is 
held by some still there are others who have 
given the matter attention and study who 
take a contrary view. 

A SCHOOL DIR ECTOR’S VIEW. 
Director W. J. Wait of the Eleventh 
District said to-day: se have 
heard it said that the district members would 
be ousted as soon as the new wards and dls- 
tricts are arranged, but I can’t see how it 
can be done. We were elected fora term of 
four years and whether they change the dis- 
tricts or not, I do not think we can not be re-

The Salvation Army Receives Unexpected 
Reinforcements—Stories. 


With all the mimic panoply of war one 
wing ofthe local Salvation Army, marching 
behind its field band, swept into Lucas 
Square last night and executing a masterly 
flank movement, took possession of the im- 


pregnable stronghold made by the massive 
granite of the Grant statue. 

As it wheeled into position there emergetl 
from the shadows of the building tothe west 
another body of ‘*troops,’’ There 
was no way to tell whether 
they were friends or foes, for in dead silence 
they cressed the egg tg spaces and 
slowly closed on the red and black group 
composing the St. Louis contingent of the 
Ballington Booth forces. But with a 

liantry worthy of the occasion, the band of 
he Salvation Army struck up a martial and 
stirringair asthe mysterious contingent ad- 
vanced upon them, 

The Salvation Army band is composed ofa 
thunderous bass drum that shakes the earth 
with its roar when anybody strikes it either 
in anger or necessity, and a 
cornet with notes suggestive of a 
flannel-wrapped throat and a brazen mix- 
ture of quinzy and la grippe. When the 
broadside from these two instruments struck 
the advance of the unknown contingent, its 
ranks wavered for a moment before the 
withering fire. At that the bass-drum and 
the cornet raised a shout of victory which al- 
most threwthe passing Olive street cable 
cars Off the track, and caused a momentary 
—— amongthe spectators of the sudden 

sis. 

Then it developed that the mysterious 
**troops from the shadows’’ were a rein- 
forcement, nota hostile body. They con- 
sisted of about twenty-five boys, and they 
gravely joined the regular band of the Salva- 
tion Army, producing Christmas trumpets as 
their passport. The bass drum and the cor- 
net aggin struckup, and with an admirable 
concerted movement the twenty-five Christ- 
mas horns swelled the opening strains of the 
triumphant number.

His back was so 
weak that he was for many days unable to 
move about, The swelling on his neck 
reached such proportions. that it had to be 
operated on, the operation bringing consid@- 
erable relief. Mr. Ward is able to at- 
tend to business now to some ex- 
tent but is still far from well. 
He has kept silent about the accident 
for solonga timein hope of securing dam- 
ages from the railroad company without hav- 
ingto go to lawabout it, He has not yet 
been able to make any terms, but ‘hopes to be 
able to do so in a short time.

The Chicago Association Magnate Op- 
posed to Consolidation. 


HE IS ENDEAVORING TO DEFEAT THE 
TWELVE-CLUB LEAGUE SCHEME. 


Mr. Von der Ahe and Others Favor It and 
Expect to Carry Their Point at In- 
dianapolis To-Morrow-—Tommy Ryan 
Knocks Out Frank Howson—The Fight 
on Garfield Park—Sporting News, 


President Williams of the Chicago Asso- 
ciation Club is endeavyoringto prevent the 
consolidation of the League and Association 
into a twelve-clubleague. He has visited 
Baltimore and Philadelphia and advices from 
the latter point state that he has won over to 
his way of thinking the Wagners, owners of 
the Athletics. Williamsadmits that it wasall 
arranged to have the two associations eon- 
solidated at the meeting to be held at the 
Bates House, Indianapolis, to-morrow mornh- 
ing, but he says that he has opened the eyes 
of the Association people to how the League 
intends to dothem up at this meeting, and 
that at least six Association clubs will now 
oppose the deal, which will prevent its con- 
summation. : 

That Williams will «do everything in 
his power to defeat the consolidation 
scheme there can be nodoubt. In fact he 
has been opposed to it fromthefirst. The 
only question is whether he will be able to 
accomplish his purpose. Back of the Chi 
cago Association Clubis the Garfleld Park 
race course management, Mike McDonald 
and the Hankins brothers being the real 
owners ofthe team. They have unlimited 
capital, and now that their race course is 
apt to be closed on them they are 
all the more anxious to have a base Dall 
team. It is said that every other team in the 
Association had agreed tothe consideration 
except Chicago. The arrangement was to 
buy out Columbus and Milwaukee, both of 
which were willing to retire, andto retain 
Louisville. Milwaukee had agreed toterms, 


and while Columbus had not exactly 
given an option on its club, 
it had expressed a willingness 


to retire if properly reimbursed. In Chicago, 
the Association club was to be reimbursed 
for every dollur they had expended, and the 
League club was to have possession of the 
field there. The present League teams in 
Philadelphia and Boston were also to swal- 
low up the Association clubsin those cities. 
Rogers and Reach were to buy outthe Wag- 
ners at Philadelpnia and Soden, Conant and 
Billings were to purchase the Asssocia- 
tion.team from Frince anwd Hart, in 
Boston. The Wagners were not to retire from 
base ball altogether, however, but were to 
run the Washington Club. They are the 
parties who were referred to In the telegrams 
from Washington, published in yesterday’s 
Post-D1sPpaTcH, stating that an option on the 
teamthere had been secured by somebody. 
The Wagners have an option on the ciub for 
$20,000. For the Athletics they were to re- 
ceive a fancy figure and the Boston 
Association management is also torecelivea 
handsome sum forretiring from the fleld at 
the Hub, the entire National League stand- 
ing partof the expense for consummating 
these deals, and the League clubs in the cities 
where the consoHNdations occur paying part 
ofthe purchase money. The Chicago Asso- 
ciation management, however, have plenty 
of money, and the men interested do not 
want to retire on being repaid for their 
outlay. They wish to remain in 
the business. It is barely possiblie that if 
they find that the twelveclub circuit is des- 
tined to prevail they will buy out the Chicago 
League team as they have the funds, and It is 
belleved that Spalding may be induced to re- 
tire. He ts now a millionaire and Is after 
social position, For this reason he no longer 
desires to have hisname connected with base 
balland has only remained in the business 
because it is a great benefit to his sporting 
goods business, which has assumed such 
vast proportions.

Sullivan looked at Taylor fora 
moment and said: ‘‘Well, the time wili come 
when I will geteven for what you have said. 
I’ll yet live to give you the greatest thrash- 
ing you ever received.’’ It was about three 
years afterward that Sullivan kept his word. 
In less than two rounds heconvinced Tay!ior 
that he was a present, instead of a coming 
champion. 

Sullivan’s first real contest was against Joe 
Goss. ‘lhe latter was the ex-champion of 
England, and supposed to be one of the most 
scientific boxers in the country. A few of 
Sullivan’s friends interviewed Goss and said 
that it would be aspilendid thing for him to 
meet the strong boy of Roxbury. Goss was to 
have a benefit, and he readily consented. 
The meeting was in Music Hall, and it was 
the last time that Joe Goss appeared be- 
fore an audience. Sullivan was so little 
known at that time that the doorkeeper 
would not allow himto enter. The writer, 
who was at that time a boy, had to vouch for 
Sullivan at the door. He wore a sult of 
clothes which were evidently built fora man 
about a foot shorter than John was. He wore 
a Scotch cap, the ribbons of which dangled 
down from behind. ‘‘Il suppose. this 
fellow will Knock the top of my head 
off,’’ said sullivan, as he satin the dressing 
room. Somebody lent hima suit of tights to 
appearin. While he dressed he was being 
guyed by the other boxers. ‘‘Never mind,’’ 
he said, ‘*I’ll get there.’’ Getthere he did. 
He walked on the stage like a boy. He seemed 
to be afraid of the floor on which he walked. 
The moment his hands went up, however, 
the man was entirely changed. He glidared at 
Goss for a moment, and the ex-ehampion 
of England—it really seemed as though he 
weakened, Around went Sullivan’s arms like 
a windmilil, There were very few indeed who 
Knew just howit happened. The audience 
didn’t, and for a certainty Goss didn’t. In 
less time than it takes to write about it Goss 
was lyingina heaponthe stage. Thecolors 
ofthe ex-champion of England Were in the 
dust—a new champion had been born. Tho 
sunofthatnew champton has never yet set, 
although for a dozen years he has met the 
greatest boxers in the world.

Louisville Stigmata. 


DR. COOMES INVESTIGATES THE CASE OF 


“MRS. STUCKENBORG, 


He Is Unable to Explain the Cause of the 


No Fraud Has Been Practiced—-A 
Special Watch Set to Prevent Decep- 
tion.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 18.—The strange case 
of Mrs. Mary Stuckenborg of this city has at- 
tracted the attention of the religious and 


medical world since last June, when it was 


| first announced thatthe stigmata or marks 
of the passion of Christ was exhibited upon 
her person at certain periods, when sheé¢ 


was apparently in a cataleptic state. At 
these times the peculiar marks are very ap 

parent. The women berselfas well as her 
husband and other members of the family do 


Mrs. Stuckenborg. 
not attempt to account for the phenomena. 
They are plain people and live in a modest 
little cottage in the suburbs ofthis city. 
The medical men of the city began an in- 


vestigation of the case, conduc'ed_ by Dr. M. 
F, Coomes of the faculty of thé’Kentucky 


School of Medicine, The doctor has just 
concluded his examination, and in his report 
the following facts are set out. 
THE FIRST VISIT. 
His first visit to the home of Mrs, Stucken- 
borg was made on Oct. 2last. He says: 


When I reached her residence, some time after 1 
o’clock, I found her in bed, lying on her back, with 
her feet crossed and arms outstretched. (On the top 
of each foot, at the lower part of the instep, there 
was a wound, from which blood was issuing. There 
was alsoa wound in the palm of each hand, from 
which blood was flowing. Further, there was a 
sinall wound in the margin of the hair, near the cen- 
ter of the forehead, which looked very much as if it 
had been made witha biunt awl, and from which 
blood was issuing. There was also a wound in the 
left-side over the region of the ninth rib, from which 
asmall quantity of blood had issued, with aconsider- 
able quantity of bloody water. She was apparently 
suffering great pain, moaning and giving every evi- 
dence of pain, such as contortions of the face and 
other convulsive movements of the body, particu- 
larly of the hands and arms—in fact, the whole mus- 
cular system of the extremities and the back seemed 
to be in almost constant spasm or state of con- 
traction. 


The doctor states that the convulsions re- 
sembled in many respects those that occur 
during. the time chloroform is being ad- 
ministered, just preceding the time of com- 
plete anzsthesia. The secretions of the 
mouth flowed constantly, or, to use a com- 
mon phrase, she foamed at the mouth, but 
there was no grinding of the teeth, nor had 
she ever bitten her tongue. Continuing, the 
report says: 


The general condition of the body during the con- 

vulsive state would be at times one of extreme rigid- 
ity. The hands wereclenched, with th® fingers and 
thumbs turned intothe paims, the arms most of the 
time at right angies tothe body, with the forearm 
strongly flexed apes thearm. During the paroxysms 
of pain she would occasionally open and shut her 
hands, as persons are often seen todo when suffer- 
ing extreme pain. The usual position ofthe lower 
extremities was thatof the leit limb thrown over 
the right, so as to place the left foot on top of the 
richt,. 
The woundsin the hands and feet during the in- 
tervals—i. e., from Friday to Friday—gave but little 
appearance of active inflammation. On Thursday, 
however, the blood vessels in the immediate vicinity 
of the wounds would become somewhat en- 
gorged, and the tissues in the immediate vicinity of 
the wounds, especially inthe hands and feet, would 
become slightly swollen, and by Friday morning 
there would be a decided fullness of all the blood 
vessels in the vicinity of the wounds, but there 
would be no unusual heat accompanying this en- 
gorgement, Or apparentiy none. 1is congestion in 
immediate vicinity of the wounds continue on Fri- 
day until it resulted in hemorrhage. The crust, or 
seab, would begin to rise, being forced up by the 
serum, or watery portion of the blood, which 
would first make its appearance in drops, and 
which would gradually become mingled with the 
red corpuscles of the blood, until the stream or drops 
would be red as ordinary biood from any other 
wound, The hemorrhage has atno time been very 
great. On one orcasion the hemorrhage from the 
feet amounted to as muchas two or three drachms 
from each fovt, the hemorrhage from the hands 
hands usually amounting to as much as one-fourth to 
one-haifdrachm. The hemorrhage from the side 
was principally composed of the watery elements of 
the blood, sometimesadrop or two of pure blood 
coming out of the wounds, while that which issued 
from the gqorehead, or the so-called wounds of the 
corona, has always appeared as pure red blood, vary- 
ing in quantity from two to five and ten drops on 
each occasion. By Monday the wounds have resumed 
their old condition, namely, that of an insigniticant 
sore, having almost no inflammatory action.

Mrs. Stuckenborg is uneducated, although 
she talks intelligently about the topics with 
which shets familiar. She gives no evidence 
ofan unbalanced mind, nor is she inclined 
to be talkative about anything. Sheis a very 
zealous and devout Catholic. Her general 
physical condition has changed but little in 
two months—she is not probably so strong as 
in the beginning of October. 

On Friday, Nov. 27, blood flowed from the 
back ofthe right hand as well as from the 
palms, and on Dec, 4 there wasa hemorrhage 
irom the soleofthe left foot, this being the 
first from the bottom of either foot previous 
to this date. 

MARKS ON THE HEAD AND BODY. 

Of the marks on the subject’s body Dr. 

Coomes says: 


One marking was a star-shaped crust in the center 
of the forehead( one and one-fourth inches by one 
inch, in the center of which was a well-defined 
cross. 

The second marking occurred about ten days after 
the first had appeared. It wasa well and perfectly 
marked cross, and by far the largest of the inarkings 
up to date, being fourinches in length, with the base 
nearly halfaninch wide. The outiines were so well 
defined as to make it appear that it would be almost 
iinpossibie to have it produced in any way except by 
the use ofa hot iron skillfully applied. This cross 
was located near the upper end of the breastbone 
and slightly tothe right of the center. A lange red 
scar now occupies its position 

The next markings appeared on the right shoul- 
der, consisting of three letters, **I. H.S.’’ These 
letters are still present, and are abont halfan inch 
inlength. They looked as though they had been 
burnt in with a stencil made of wire, the base of the 
letters being small. The next marking appeared on 
the right side of the breast, some three inches be- 
low the middle of the coilar-bone. The usual! burn- 
ing sensations preceded the development of this 
mark. There was firsta localized redness covering 
asmallarea. On the following day the redness had 
extended in such a manner as to make it look as if 
the letter H was being gradually formed. 


Concluding his report the physician de- 
Clares: 


So far no evidences of fraud have been detected, 
and she has been watched closely during the uncdn- 
scious state. i have time and again stuck needles 
into her limbs and feet and dashed her face with 
cold waterand tickled her feet and resorted to ail 
ordinary means of determining that the reflex 
nervous action was in a state of rest or inactivity; in 
short, that it did not respond to any irritant. 

The observations will oe continued and such means 
resorted to as will give every opportunity to unravel 
this case.

Snaky George Is Making Money on His 
Ozark Mountain Serpent Patch—The 
Oil Worth $1.50 a Pint—W hat a Sailor 
Brought Home From Yucatan—Nice 
Reading for Blue Monday. 


GAINESVILLE, Mo., Dec. 14.—Probably the 
oddest occupation ever followed by man is 
thatofan old Tennesseean who lives three 
miles north of herein the Ozark Mountains. 
It is George Janes, orashe is known in this 
neighborhood, ‘‘Snaky George’’ Janes, who 
| came here fromthe mountains of Tennessee 


| several years agoand followed the occupa- 
tion of hunting fora Hving. He never got 
| very much ahead, but managed to eke outa 
| good living for himself bythe sale of game 
and skins, He brought with him from his 
old home the art of making snake oll, and 
several pints taken each seagon to the drug- 
gists in this part of the State always brought 
a good price, forit was of excellent quality. 
Therocks of the Ozark Mountains abound 
with rattlesnakes, and it was not long before 
Janes saw that if he went at it right he 
hada bonanzainthe business. He looked 
about and founda piece of rocky land on 
the south side of the mountain which was 
utterly worthless as faras agriculture was 
concerned. Heentered this land asa home- 
stead and began improving it in a most 
peculiar way. Instead of clearing off the 
rocks he triedto get more there and soon 
he had’ built a veritable snakes retreat. The 
hillside was honeycombed with holes. While 
he had entered 160 acres he utilized only | 
| about forty of them. He built a house of 
| stone but cemented it thoroughly inside and 
out, for while he made q living off snakes he 
aid notcare to have too close companion 
ship with them. 
| Having arranged his farm to his satisfac- 
tion he set about getting inhabitants for the 
piace. Inthis he experienced little trouble, 
for the hills abounded. with the reptiles and 
he knew how to catch and handle them with- 
out danger. His daily excursions were taken 
with the view of bringing home a new resi- 
dent for his farm and his livestock increased 
with wonderful speed. 

About four years ago he completcod his work 
of stocking the place and now he is reaping 
the benefit of hisacumen. Snakes are every- 
where on the piace and onawarm day the 
sight on the hill back of the house would give 
a drinking manthe impression that ‘‘he had 
"em again.’’ Rattlesnakes of all sizes and 
conditions are seen lying around in profusion 
or crawling over the rocks, squirming and 
twisted in heaps, while the deadly whirr of 
the rattle makes music which strikes to the 
heart of one not accustomed to It. 

Snaky George has at least 10,000, he esti- 
mates, on the place, and says that he Kills 
| 2,000 every season. He only kills them during 
'themonths of September and October, for 
| then they are the fattestandare full of oil. 
| His method of catching them is very simple. 
| He has fed them in a certain cleared spot ever 
| since they have been onthe place and they 
| now come there regularly. When he wants 
to begin work he standsonan elevated rock 
near the place and witha slip noose catches 
as many as hecan use and Kills them. He 
then takes the bodies to his house, where he 
throws them intoacaldronand renders out 
the oil. One good-sized rattier will make a 
pint of oil and this brings $1.50a pint.

The people have 
reached a stage where they think it useless to 
fight against any affliction sent them, and 
consequently many who might recover had 
they any energy or will power, lie down and 
succumb to the disease without making a 
single effort in their own behalf. Many, too, 
prefer death from disease to suffering t#e 
slow torture of death from sta rvation.
